When applying fresh paint over old 
paint, chip and prime any rust spots. 
Rust can spread under a fresh coal of 
paint and cause premature failure of 
the new paint film.

surface with wax every three months 
or so. But before waxing, remove all. 
traces of rust with emcry.<papcr— and 
a few drops of turpentine It the rust Is 
heavy.

■ CHULUMANI, Bolivia (UPl) - 
The lerrpccd hUlslde rising behind 
• the paUo Was Inlght-grecn with this 
season's first crop of coca leaves,' the 
aovirce of cocaine for the illicit drug 
tnarket In the United States. 

Oiir host, a LaPaz banker, took a 
sip frorhliis glass and nodded toward 
the crop growing next door lo his 
vacation home. 

"The campeslnos have been raising 
coca here since long before cocaine 
was ever heard of," he sold, "It lias 
been one of their 't)asic crops since 
before the time ol Christ. To them, It's 
Just like Q crop of tobacco^ - 
:,The day before. In the newsroom of 
one of La Paz's dally newspapers, a 
Bolivian editor took a puff on his 
cigarette then held It up and told me. 
"This is, worse foryoulhancoca." ... 
■ —A few days later, in thc lodge o 
ChacBltayo.'tho world's highest ski 
resort at a dizzying 17,000 feet above 

- sea .level In-the Bolivian- Andes, 1 
sipped on a cup of hot tea brewed 
from coca leaves. "Good for altitude 
sickness," I was told.. 

Indeed, the coca leal — known In 
the United States only as the source ol 

lllegal-cocalna.— ^ iB. a -routlne-and - 

Integral Vart ot the lifestyle of 
Bolivia, 

Highly educated people Jn La Paz 
"drink coca lea to' fight altitude 
sickness and to aid digestion. The 
- campeslnos of the bleak •Altlplano 
, chew 'the leaves dally to help them' 
withstand hunger and cold. The lln 
'■ "Tnllifew 0 tliu leaves 

because they believe the plant 
prevents lung disease. 
' Coca is , widely used as a fol k 
remedy and pain rwlcver. The 
Aymara Indians use coca leaves, as 
Gypsies use tea leaves, to tell for- 
tunes and predict the future. 
Vet, alongside Bolivia's traditional 
' and legal market for the coca leaf as 

- ' an herb, thora \s a boomlng-iUegal , 
market. The biggest purchaser of the ' 
coca leaf Is an International narcotics 
smuggling organlxTtion which 
produces tuid sells hillllons ot'doIiaH 
of Bolivian cocaine esch year in the 
.Unlled-SUlca and Europe. . 

One ol the top priorities oi the 
American Embassy In La VazAn to 
worfc with Bolivian police and other 
agencies to.cut off the flow of cocaine 
atitssolircc. 



■■"The coca -problem Is one area- 
where non^developmental objcctvcs 
play a significant part In our AID

Perhaps half of the coco leaves 
grovm In Bolivia- In the Y u n g a s 
region around Chulumani and The 
Chaporl region Jicac:Coehabamba- -I-. 
go into the Ulcgal drug market. 

First the leaf Is ground into- a 
Rpstellke "base,"whlch Is then 
refined Into cocaine hydrochloride. 
Much of the refining and msst of the 
International distribution takes place 
In neighboring Colombia. — . 

"The Illicit drijg trade Is highly 
organized In Colombia," said Carl 
Lopez, A U.S. State Department 
narcotics officer In La Paz, 
previously stationed in Bogota. 

LasI ■ ycnr, lid sold" Colombian ' 
police captured a- radio com- 
munications center used by 
smugglers to guide planes, boats and 
, trucks to pick-up points. The cocaine 
moves nort out of prirhlllve airstrips 
and thousands of coves and hidden 
ports along Colombia's 1,900-mllc 
coastline. - . — 

Boeker, ambassador lo Bolivia, 
said the figlit to keep Bolivian coca 
out of the narcotics trade cs im- 

- portent not only lo the United States, 
but to the Dolitlcal future of Bolvlla. 

Coca production has been In- ' 
creasing in Bolivia cn the past few 
year, primarily as a result of an 
expanding Illegal market In the U.S. 

—and Europcr One Irony of American - 
foreign aid to Bolivia Is that the 
biggest expansion of coca ac^age 
occurred in the Chapari after the U.S. ' 
financed new roads Into -that 
previously uncultivated area. 

^ "We think the domestic demand for 
coca, tlie legitimate market demand 
for chewing and tea, Is about half the 
supply ..that Is presently being ' 
grown," sold Hward tcclc. a U.S. 

' Department of Agriculture economist 
assigned lo the American Embassy in 
La Paz. ., . ■ 

Steele's Job Is to provide the 
canipesinos with substitute crops and 
give them an econoniicaily viable 
alternative to growing coca for the 
illicit market. 

- The project wUs formerly called the . 
Coca Crop Substitution Pilot Project. - 
but Is now dubed Agricultural , 
Developme nt In Cocii Zones. 

"Financed by U.S. foreign aid ■ 
payments, it Is one half of a double- 
edged effort to tight, at its sourccthei 
trafllc of cocaine to the United Stoles. 

Tt^ other half Is a Bolivian law ' 
enforcement campaign involving 
narcotics officers from the U,S. State 
and the 0,S. Justlifo departments. 



JiThoK! was not any" narcotics law 
enforcement ol'ony kind done In this 
country until this program was 
started," said Lopez, a former ' 
California policeman. "The Bolivians 
still lack the records, training and 
laws to do an adequate Job. We still - 
havelongway logo." 

The week I arrived In Bolivia. I 
visited tho hcadquartcs of Bolivia's 
■newly organized Notional Division for - 
Control of Dangerous Substances. 
There I saw the beginning of Phase 2 
of the U.S,-f inanced Noreotlcs Control 
Program — registration of coca' 
vendors In the La Paz area. 

Moft of the vendors were Aymara 
and .Quechun- Indians, -dressed In - 
simple native clothing — the men and 
women standing In line to fill out 
forms and have their photographs 
taken. In coming weeks, vendors In , 
Jthc rural arca^ oXthc country were to . 
bereglsteod." ' 

Eventually, there would be fines or 
Imprisonment ■ for those who sold 
cocal leaves without a license. It 
dosesn't make much sense to the 
campeslnos. 

"The more barrcrs we have, tho 
more chaiiccs we'll shove to nail' 



thein,;^'. said Lopez, "_ 

Other barriers 'include coca . 
taxation, , new Bolivian narcotics 
laws, customs checkpoints &n roads, 
stationing of narcotic agents around 
the country, and registration of coca 
growers which was Phase 1 of the- 
progrom. 

Registration of growers began last 
year, -Lopc2 said almost 14,000 
growers, an esllmated,70-pereent-or- 
thc tolal^ now arc registered with the 
Bolivian government. 

Eventually, according to the plan, 
the cultivation of coca will be 
restricted to the amount needed to 
meet legal market demands, he said. 
■ ■ Cocaine, a stimulant,, was once an 
Ingredient in patent medicines (in- 
cluding he original Coca-Cola for- 
mula) and for treatment of nervous 
conditions and as a local anesthetic. 
But there Is virtually no legal market 
.today because newer, safer drugs 
hove made cocaine obsolete. 

"It's never been lllgal lo grow coca; 
these people, aren't doing anything 
wrong." Lopez said. "If we're going 
to tell them not lo grow coca, we're 
going lo have to offer them some 
viable alternatives." 



Because of tho long tradition of 
coca cultivation inUoliva it will be a 
"long-term project" and "a very, 
very difficult task" to get the natives 
to accept altcmallvcs, said_ Am- 
bassador Boeker.' 

-"Coco has historically been a majoc- 
crop In this country." said Boyd 
-Wennergren. a Utah Stale University 
.agricultural economist who recently 
completcd^a two-year foreign aid 
assignment In Bolivia. 

"They're not about lo give It up," he 
said "I don't blamt! the campcsino for 
growing coca, because there's a good 
"marketforhiscrop." 

The campesino can make five times' 
■flBmuehorracrop'braiiricavcriisiiir" 

could make by planting the same 
acreage in sugar, beans or other 
traditional crops. 

Ctlrus fruits, coffee, lea and cocao 
are the most promising aitcniatlves 
being studcd, Steele sald,,But.,thc 
problem won't be solved by simply 
providing .the campcsinos with seeds 
and instructions and telling them to 
change crops. 

"In m opinion," Steele said, "there 
Is no 'substitute' for coccunlCiss It be 
opium poppies. In terms of the

MarkeUng systems -foc-altcmotc „ 
crops, Including cooperative 
processing plants and transportation 
systems, must be organized before 
the coca growers can make a com- 
-parable-lncome.off Dtlier_crops, Jie 
sold. T ' 

And without fi complementary law 
enforcement program, the best new 
mnrkcllng system, will be unable to 
compoto'with tho drug undercround. " 

"The campcsino gets the equivalent 
of about $250 In U.S. currency for. 166 
kliograhis of dried coca leaves, which 
arc rcqtijrcd to produce one kilogram 
-of pure -.cocaine, hydrochloride," : 
Steele sold. 

. "By the time this cocaine Is cut for 
retail distribution In the United 
States, it sells for about $12 million. ' . 

"The ntlnute we go in there wiui 
vioblif allernalives, the Mafia Is going 
to raise the price they pay for coca. 
With tholr profit margin, they can 
obviously afford to pay a lot more 
than they're now paying to the 
campcsino. Therefore, there .will 
have to be an enforcement program
